New Culling Machine 
Is Great Labor Saver 


Puente Walnut House Is 
Separating 
"Blanks" by Machinery—House Is 
Crowded to the Doors With Crop, and 
Still Coming—Thursday Is Bud Wal­ 
nut Day. 


Mrs.

Records—Amendment to Constitution 
Planned—Members Are Interested in 
Needy Families 


The invention of a vacuum culling 
machine, which has been installed at 
the Puente Wolnut Growers' Associa­ 
tion house at just the right time, is 
saving much time, and has solved a 
difficulty which looked as if it was go- 
.ing to delay the season's work of pro­ 
cessing. 


This blower, or vacuum sucker works 
something on the principle of the old 
fanning 
mill or air-seperators, as 
it 
depends on its efficiency by the weight 
of the walnuts. 
The wanuts, as they 
come on the carrier from the processing 
cylinder, arc projected into this shute, 
where the air carries the light nuts, 
or " b l a n k s , " into a separate compart 
meat. 
If the nut is good inside, it has 
weight enough to be carried into the 
compartment for good nuts. 


This now piece of machinery is a 
great relief to a situation that 
was 
otherwise of a puzzling nature. 


"There is absolutely no way of tell 
ing a bad of blank nut by looking at 
i t , " said Manager Neeley this week 
" T h e Ave senses are powerless before 
this difficulty. 
You can't toll by look 
ing a bad or blank nut by looking at 
of it, biting it, or in any way except 
to crack the shell. 
You can surmise 
that it is too light to be a good nut, 
but you couldn't prove it unless you 
destroyed the nut by cracking it. 
"Wo 
can toll that a man is nutty because he 
is light-headed, and the same 
theory 
of lack of weight applies to walnuts. 
Some of us were getting a little bit 
nutty ourselves before wo put in this 
vacuum . culling 
machine. 
Now, wo 
know that 99 per cent of the nuts that 
go into the cull-bin are really culls, 
and later in the season, when we have 
more time, we will make a careful cull 
ing of the culls now being thrown out.' 


Manager Wallace Gregg of the Whit 
tier Walnut Growers' Association was 
at tho Puente house on Tuesday, in 
specting the new culling machine/ and 
ho was very enthusiastic about iti 
Ho 
loft tho house with tho cxpresB^businoss 
of having ono installed in Wlauior at 
once. 
Everywhoro, through the walnut 
districts there is a good deal of diffl 
eulty this yoar in Horting out tho culls, 
and this machine has come as a friend 
in need. 


Manager Gregg said that there was 
a misunderstanding in newspaper 
re 
ports concerning the method of hand 
ling walnuts at tho Whit tier house. 
It 
has been printed, he said, that the Whit 
tier houso was not insisting on a rigid 
culling of the nuts before they reached 
the house. 
He was keeping tho ranch­ 
ers up to a standard of 85 per cent 
good nuts at tho houso door, ho said. 
If tho nuts did not como up to standard, 
thoy wore sent back for n re-culling. 
Tho Whittier houso is taking care of 
2,000 acres in full bearing, with 500 
acres of young orchard he snid. 


Tbo Puente house this week handled 
fiO tons of walnuts in ono day. Manager 
Neeley says that the early estimate of 
(10 carloads for the Benson is now seen 
to bo low. The crop will bo larger than 
that figure. 
Tho house has shipped 25 
ears up until today, and the nuts are 
Htill pouring in somewhat faster 
than 
they can easily be taken care of. 
The 
force is working very long hours and 
Munduys. 


The ranchers are receiving cash for 
tho nuts as fust as they are shipped 
which is a source of considerable satis­ 
faction 
throughout 
tho 
valley. 
Ten 
conts tho pound is paid on the 
nuts 
being shipped, the remainder being held 
until a later date. 
This payment is, 
about 75 per cent of tho total which 
the rancher 
will receive. 
When 
tho 
bills of lading are executed, the rancher 
gets his money at tho bank.

t By Supervisor John J. Hamilton 
% None of the principal of the propos 
«d bond issue of $2,850j000 for good 
roads is payable for five years. In the 
airth year a payment of $50,000 is 
provided for. Thereafter, $80,000 a 
year is to be paid for thirty-five years. 


The tax. levy for interest will be two 
cents on the hundred dollars at the 
start, but will rapidly diminish as the 
valuation of the county grows and as 
principal is' paid off. Good roads cre­ 
ate new values so fast that the burden 
of taxes for a bond issue rapidly ap­ 
proaches the vanishing point. The rate 


realizes as flow as 75 per' cent on the 
bonds. 


Governor Johnson does not put it too 
strongly when he declares that the sys­ 
tem of paying for public work by turn- j 
ing district bonds oyer to the contrac­ 
tor is 
, fthe most vicious practice ever 
tolorated" by the laws of California. 
He estimates the additional cost to the 
people who pay the bills at 33 1-3 per 
cent. 


UNINTENTIONAL SWINDLE. 


The rock and oil scheme so eloquent­ 
ly advocated by 'Mr. Butler andS Mr. 
Woodley is—without such an intention 
on their part, of course—nothing less 
than a swindle upon the owner of the 
property thus excessively assessed. The 
rancher not only pays excessive in­ 
terest on" the assessment bonds and an 
excessive price for the work done on 
the road in front of his premises, but 
is at the same time called upon to put 
up" forty cents on the hundred dollars 
to keep up and oil the dirt roads, in his 
neighborhood—roads 
quickly torn to 
pieces by automobile traffic—and also 
must pay his share of the original bond 
issue of $3,500,000, and likewise the 
seven-cent levy for rock and oil fur­ 
nished by the county. 


The bond issue, on the contrary, gives 
the public just the roads needed to 
complete the county system; provides 
them at less cost; builds them at once, 
so that we get'them without delay; 
cuts out the burdensome rock and Oil 
levy.of 7 cents and substitutes a levy 
of 2 cents; bring new capital into the

Htand for the terrific load of taxation 
and assessment this plan involves. . 


In addition to its other disadvan- 
tag, the rock and oil plan is wastefully 
costly both in interest and in higher 
construction cost. 
The bonds i»«ue<I 
against the run«l<er»' 
road 
districts 
bear 7 per cent interest, whereas the 
county only has 5 per cent to pay on 
road bonds. As the contractor must 
take these district bonds in payment 
for hia work, and must market the 
bonds himself in order to pay for labor 
and materials, he is obliged to bid 
about one-third higher on the work in 
order to protect himself.

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FLOOD CONTROL. 


The subject of 
flood-control is now engaging the public atten^on 
almost as greatly as is that of good roads; 
The mountain highways 
proposed will be directly auxiliary to the improvements necessary 
pursuant to the scheme of flood control proposed. 
These highways 
will enable the engineers quite easily to visit the water sheds in 
question, to maintain stations for the measurement and'recordation 
of rainfall, snowfall, and climatic conditions; and will enable them 
with far greater facility to study the geographic and engineering 
problems presented. 
Impounding sites in the interior of the moun­ 
tains may then be reached more easily and utilized as a part of a 
general impounding scheme. 
On this account alone the proposed 
mountain highways should receive the ardent support o f all of those 
interested in the question of reclamation.

MOUNTAIN FIRES A N D LESS WATER. 


The greatest menace to our water sheds in the Sierra 
Madre 
range, and to the consequent well bing of our trees and vegetation, 
is the annual mountain (ire, Tbe United States government is doing 
what it can with the small, annual appropriation available to protect 
these water sheds. 
The county of Los Angeles, which has hundreds 
of millions of dollars, at stake, has done practically nothing, prior 
to the present year, in which it has appropriated $15,000 to aid the 
federal government to build trails over which to reach the scene 
of mountain fires. 
But how on earth, or elsewhere, are we going to 
reach the trails? 
What good are they without road 
connections 
into the mountains? 
If there were no other demand for the con­ 
struction of the San Gabriel and Arroyo Seeo mountain highways, 
the yearly menace of mountain fires alone would justify the expendi­ 
ture of the $2,850,000 with which we are to build not only these 
highways, but many miles of highway elsewhere. 


MOUNTAIN ROMANCE 


In Los Angeles today there are many who for a lifetime have 
looked longingly at the great mountain wall lying to the north­ 
ward, to them vaguely known as the 
Sierra 
Madre 
mountains 
and 
they 
have 
wondered 
what 
nature 
has 
concealed 
amid 
the 
heights 
beyond -r- for 
back 
of 
this 
frontal 
barrier 
are 
heathery spurs, gaunt ridges, and 
noble 
peaks; 
wild 
canyons, 
boisterous streams and straggling forests—and these extend for two 
days' weary travel of man-a-foot, some forty miles of winding course. 
And the way between and over these superb eminences is'sprinkled 
here and, there with deer, mountain lions, lynx, wild catsi 
flying 
squirrels, mountain quail, and many other denizens of the' Kingdom 
of the "Wild. 
In addition to\ these, w e encounter waterfalls aE th£ 
greatest beauty; romamtic' paJOG forests; 'and almost jnjp^nexrable 
gtowths of bay, laurel, and sumac; and oaken timber. 
A mountain 
highway here would wind around peaks or slope's from, which the 
automobilist would catch a 'view some times of the distant ocean, 
or of the intervening orchards and fields; some times, far below, of 
the canyon bottoms with a variety of scenery, unfamiliar and amaz­ 
ing to the person who spends his life amid the toil and grime of the 
city.

Over in Switzerland and Italy there are mountains much like our 
Sierra Madres, which are known to history as the Alps. 
Although 
higher and more migged, they are hardly more interesting from a 
scenic point of view. 
These Alps have been adapted to the uses aud 
pleasures of man by human dandicraft, and made the supreme asset 
of Europe. 
The people of Switzerland and Italy have built roads 
throughout ,the Alps—tremendously expensive roads leading through 
and oyer almost impossible stretches of Alpine mountains; sometimes 
oven jthroiigh solid rock for long distances, and winding along and 
around mountain peaks and precipices, and over chasms, and bring­ 
ing realistically to the mind and experience of American tourists, 
the, fact that the Alps are as great in nature as they are in history. 
And for all of this the tourists of the world pay to Switzerland and 
Italy upwards of $200,000,000 a year. 
The Alps are good business 
and the Swiss and Italians have found it out. 
The Sierra Madre 
mountains are good business, and but few of the people of Los An­ 
geles county have discovered it. 
The war is on in Europe and the 
American tourist is staying in America. 
Let us invite him to spend 
his vacation among our Alps, and upon the strand of our Riviera, 
and leave with our hotel and apartment house keepers, and among 
our merchants, a portion of the $200,000,000. 


THE MISSION PLAY. 


The towns and cities of Southern California as far north as Santa 
Barbara nv.d far south as San Diego, are arranging for special days 
of their own on which tb<'y will send their 
1 people to pay farewell 
visits to the Mission Flay at San Gabriel. 
The remainder of the pre­ 
sent month and throughout November Avill be busy with these pil­ 
grimages, as there is a universal desire on the part of the people to 
see the great pageant drama tgain before its season closes on Dec­ 
ember 4, next, and it begins its big world tour, not to return to Cali­ 
fornia for several years. 


Although it was the intention of the author to present his play 
in only the very largo cities of tho l|nited States, he is daily in re­ 
ceipt of appeals from lesser cities to be considered in the tour.

THE MOUNTAIN IS MOTHER OF THE PLAIN. 


Without these mountains the coastal plains stretching away to 
the ocean, would be as sterile as the wastes of the Mojave desert. 
It is not the mountains themselves, but the trees and brush that 
grow upon their slopes and in their canyon bottoms, which give value 
to them us the reservoirs of nature for the storage of the snowfall 
and rainfall of these vast altitudes. 
Los Angeles county has been 
made the wealthiest in the United States by the production of the 
citrus groves of the Sierra Madre foothills most largely, although 
1his wealth is supplemented by that arising from beet lields and 
other vegetable ami fruit productions of the lower portion »»f the 
county. 
This production is made possible by irrigation from tbe 
two great sources of water supply—that of the Sau Gabriel river 
and its tributary streams and canyons, which serve the San Gabriel 
valley; mid that of the Tejunga river (Los Angeles river) with its 
tributary streams and canyons, which serve the San Fernando valley, 
and the city of Los Angeles; with the Arroyo Seeo canyon stream in | 
a secondary sense, which serves the Pasadena plateau.

It was found that ho had suffered 
severe bruises from his ankles to the 
middle of his body, and that ono foot 
was badly crushed, although no bones 
were broken. 
His injuries are serious 
and very painful, but physicians say 
that there will bo no lasting 
effects 
from the accident. 


The causo of the accident is puzzling 
every soda-water dispenser in tho city. 
The tank was made to withstand n 
pressure of 500 pounds, and was said 
to be at.Jfiss than a 200-pound pressure 
when the accident happened.

Tuesday's Bond Election 


Very Important to Valley 


Eleven proposed 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 


11 amendments and referendum 
measures 
are on the ballot to be voted on at the 
special state election,, Tuesday, October 


20, 
Xine of them arc amendments pro 
posed by the legislature and two are 
iefcrendums on acts of the legislature. 


Interest in the election centers in 
the first proposition on the ballot, which 
is a referendum on the legislature act 
extending the direct pripmary law to 
non-partisanship in the election .of gov 
ernor. 
The act amends the long ditect 
primary law - in many minor 
details, 
but the central feature is that it speci­ 
fies that only candidates 
for 
Uniter 
States senator, congressmen, party com 
mitteemen, delegates to national con 
ventions and presidential electors shall 
have party designations on the ballot. 
The effect wHl be to place the election 
of governor and members of the legis­ 
lature, with a few other state officers 
formerly elected after party noinations 
n the primary election, on a non-parti­ 
san bisis. 


VOTE NO, 


The second proposition on the ballot 
is a referendum on a related act of the 
legislature, dealing with the form of 
j,the ballot. 
I t cuts the length of the 
ballot about half, and it supplements 
the first proposition by omitting party 
designation 
from 
all candidates for 
purely state officers. 
Its advocates are 
the proponents of the non-partisan law 
and its opponents are those who wish 
state elections to remain between par­ 
ties. 


VOTE NO. 


Extension of the terms of superior 
judges from six years to twelve years 
is the effect of the third proposition I t 
leaves judges still subject to recall. 
The contention of its friends is that it 


j i W i l i tend to remove judges from the 


field of politics, since the long term <will 
leave them free from the necessity of 
going into elections so frequently, while 
the recall will keep them responsive to 
the welfare of the people. 
Opponents 
of the law insist that the shorter term, 
of six years, keeps the superior judges 
in closer touch with the people.

Proposition four apparently has no 
opponents. It provides that judges ap­ 
pointed to fill unexpired 
terms 
shall 
hold office to the first of January fol­ 
lowing the election at which a successor 
is chosen. 
The object of the amend­ 
ment is to correct the defect in the 
present law, which makes such appoint­ 
ed terms end at election day, the result 
of which has been that attorneys have 
occasionally been.elected for the 'short 
term' by the process of having a few 
friends wrjte in their names.

Rural credit is the mooted subject of 
the fifth proposition. 
The amendment 
authorizes the state to provide a sys­ 
tem of land 
colonization, 
developing 
water and preparing the land for sett­ 
lers; to establish a system of rural 
credits, to issue bonds secured by first 
mortgages on farms and to establish 
a trust fund for participation in the 
rural credit operations. 
The law has 
the two main features, first of loans

Attorney H. N. Wells, who is de­ 
fending B, Ahart in the now interesting 
and famous liquor case^ has taken the 
question before the supreme court of 
California. 
In reviewing the matters 
that have been passed upon to date, 
Attorney Wells, in a letter, says: 
To the Editor ,of the Covina Argus:— 


Dear Sir:— 
In order that the error contained in 
your issue of the 16th instant, under 
the heading "AppeUate Court Sustains 
Covina's Dry Ordinance," may be cor­ 
rected, I give below the decision of the 
District Court of Appeals, verbatim: 
" B y the Court: 


" T h e justices of this court being 
unable to agree upon a determina­ 
tion of the questions presented in 
this matter, it is for that reason 
ordered that the petitioner be re­ 
manded to the custody of the city 
marshal of the city of- Covina, and 
the writ discharged." 
At the time Mr. A. M. Pence made 
his statement to you, he doubtless, had 
not read the decision, and therefore 
fell into the natural error indicated in 
the article of your issue of the 16th 
instant. The Appellate Court rendered 
no decision in the matter, whatsoever, 
but, for the reason that the law re­ 
quires the justices of that 
court to 
agree in their decisions, the court took 
the only action which it could 
take 
in the circumstances. 
I cannot say 
definitely, but the language may well 
indicate that tho majority of the court 
were of tho opinion that the ordinance 
in unconstitutional. 
The matter 
will 
now be submitted to the Supreme court 
of tho state of California, where it is 
hoped, that a decision may be obtained 
upon the merits of the question' 


I desire to state further, that the 
merits of the questions raised 
under 
tho writ of prohibition, and thereafter, 
under tho writ of habeas corpus, have 
not yet been passed upon by any Super­ 
ior or Appellate court. 
In each in­ 
stance, so-far, the courts, for one rea­ 
son or 'another, have refused to pass 
upon the constitutional questions involv­ 
ed in this case. I feel that^it is simple 
justice to all concerned to^thus set 
forth the fact that this, case has" not 
yet 
been 
determined 
either 
for or 
against the defendant. 


One other error is~lndicated by your 
articlo of the 10th instant, 
namely, 
tho statement of the heading to the 
effect that Covina's ordinance has been 
sustained. 
On the contrary, the case 
in re Luera, (the Azusa case) is con­ 
clusive upon the fact that section 4 of 
Covina's ordinance, which attempts to 
make the possession, purchase, receipt, 
acceptance or otheriwso obtaining of 
intoxicating liquor a misdemeanor, is 
Void, and unconstitutional. 
Further, 
the case in re Worsham, (the Whittier 
case) is conclusive upon the unconsti; 
tutionality of tho first clause in sec­ 
tion 5 of Covina's ordinance, which 
attempts to make it a misdomeanor to 
"visit or be present at any p l a c e " 
where'such liquors are sold. ( 
j 


The question to be decided in the in­ 
stant case, is the constitutionality of 
tluOust clause in section 5 of Covina's 
ordinance, which attempts to make it 
a misdomeanor to- transport liquors to 
such a place. 
This question is still un­ 
decided,

LOg ANGELES EXPRESS SAYS 


WE SHOULD VOTE BONDS 


The Los Angeles ^ Express, 
leading 
Progressive newspaper of the state, says 
in an editorial printed Wednesday even­ 
ing: 
. • 


The chief objection that Has been 
urged against the road bonds is that 
they will increase taxation. 


I t is also argued that instead of 
building the roads at the 'general cost, 
it would be preferable to form road 
improvement districts, to 
which the 
county should supply, rock and oil, the 
property owners to. pay the remainder 
of the cost of road construction. 


Now, contradictory as the statement 
may appear, it is nevertheless a fact 
that the authorization of the proposed 
bonds will reduce "taxes. Not one dol­ 
lar of the principle will be required to 
be 
paid 
before 
1921. The interest 
charges will be greatly, less than the 
amount 
the county would 
otherwise 
necessarily expend in providing work 
for the unemployed. 


Last winter some $200,000 was thus 
expended for unproductive labor. 
If 
the bonds are authorized, the unem­ 
ployed can be put to work in highway 
construction. 
As against the interest 
on the bonds, balance the sum that 
will otherwise be expended in 
finding 
work for the unemployed and the coun­ 
ty will be nearly $60,000 better off for 
adopting the bond plan. 


The adoption of the rock and oil 
system' for road 
contructon 
as an 
alternative to issuing bonds would be 
both unfair and expensive. 
Several 
years agp bonds were authorized fdr 
the construction of 300 miles of high­ 
way. 
The roads were built mostly in 
territory 
directly 
tributary 
to Los 
Angeles. 
Sections of the county that 
received no benefit whatever from the 
expenditure then made for the ^build­ 
ing of the 300 miles of good roads are 
paying their full share of taxation to 
meet the sinking fund and interest re­ 
quirements on the bonds then issued. 
It is unfair to change the system now. 
It would be unjust to refuse to author­ 
ize these bonds and so practice a gross 
discrimination. 


We have stated that it would also 
be more expensive. 
Under the rock 
and oil system the whole cost of the 
roads.to be built would have to be de­ 
frayed practically at once. 
Under the 
bond system it would be paid in cash 
installments. 
Surely the first method, 
the rock and oil plan, in a time, of 
financial 
stress and strain, would work 
by far the greater hardship and im­ 
pose the heavier burden. 


Moreover, highway construction by 
irieans of a bbnd "issue will put in cir­ 
culation at once $2,850,000 of eastern 
money that will find its .way into eveiy 
channel of trade and every line of 
business. The Evening Express appeals 
to its friends and readers to give the 
bond issue their hearty support, There 
by they will best serve the public in 
torest.
